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DETAILED ACTION 

Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The request filed on 4/1/04 for a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 09/416,331 is acceptable and a 
RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Response to Amendment 

2. As per Applicant's instructions in Paper 19 as filed on 4/1/04, claims 1, 12, 17, 
27, 40, 47 have been amended, and claims 51-58 have been newly added. 

Response to Remarks 

3. Applicants' remarks with respect to amended claims as above have been 
considered. However, the Applicants' arguments are moot in view of the 
election/restriction. 

Election/Restrictions 

4. This application contains amended claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Fig. 3, surveillance and monitoring environment storing image data 
at an off-site storage location . 

Species II: Fig. 4, network and surveillance elements existing at a client site . 

Species III: Fig. 5, applications that reside on a server component at an off-site 
storage location . 

Species IV: Fig. 6, applications that reside on a client component . 

Species V: Fig. 7, flowchart, event driven image acguisition process . 

Species VI: Fig. 8, flowchart, transmission and storage of image data at an off- 
site storage facilitv . 

Species VII: Figs. 9A-9C, GUI that enables the acguisition and displav of 
archived video image data . 
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Species VIII: Figs. 1 0A-IOC, GUI that enables the viewing and interactive control 
over live video image data . 

Species IX: Fig. 1 1 , flowchart, producing live video images. 

Species X: Fig. 12, flowchart, storing video image records into an image 
database . 

Species XI: Fig. 13, flowchart, controlling a surveillance camera from a location 
remote from a client site . 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species on 
the basis of the corresponding figures listed above, and to indicate to the Examiner 
which of the claims 1-58, read on the elected figure of the disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is considered generic.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
